I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  district  for  the  year  1972. 

This  is  the  Twenty-second  report  in  the  series  since  I was  appointed  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  1959  and  Department  of  Health  and 
Social  Security  Circular  1/73. 

The  Report  contains  details  of  functions  performed  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  as  amended,  the  National 
Health  Service  Family  Planning  Act,  the  Public  Health  Acts,  the  Housing  Acts, 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  the  Factories  Act  and  Section  D comments  exclusively 
on  the  functions  of  the  School  Health  Service  under  the  Education  Acts  which 
are  part  of  the  Scheme  of  Divisional  Administration  and  of  which  I am  your 
Principal  District  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  text  of  the  report  indicates  that  the  health  of  the  district  remains  at  a 
very  satisfactory  level  and  that  the  birth,  mortality  and  morbidity  rates  compare 
•favourably  with  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  help  and  support  given  during  the  year  and 
express  my  thanks  to  my  fellow  Council  officials  in  other  departments,  to 
members  of  my  staff  and  to  all  members  of  the  various  voluntary  associations 
and  organisations,  who  contribute  to  the  health  and  general  welfare  of  the 
citizens  of  the  Urban  District.

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COMMENT  ON  STATISTICS 


The  estimated  mid-year  home  population  as  published  by  the  Office  of 
Population  Censuses  and  Surveys  was  112,130  and  showed  an  increase  of  3,320 
when  compared  with  1971. 

The  natural  increase,  i.e.  excess  of  live  births  over  deaths  was  634  indicating 
that  the  comparative  number  of  persons  moving  into  the  district  was  approx- 
imately 2,680. 

There  was  a small  drop  in  both  the  birth  rate  and  the  death  rate,  both  of 
which  are  similar  to  those  for  England  and  Wales. 

Cancer  and  other  malignant  diseases  accounted  for  208  deaths,  almost  22.1% 
of  the  total  deaths  in  the  district.  34  of  these  occurred  under  the  age  of  55. 

Heart  disease  accounted  for  329  deaths,  35.0%  of  the  total,  300  deaths 
occurring  at  and  beyond  the  age  of  55  years. 

There  were  9 suicides,  4 males  and  5 females. 

Accidents  caused  27  deaths,  2.9%  of  the  total  deaths,  motor  vehicle  accidents 
being  the  cause  of  12  of  these.  They  were  spread  fairly  evenly  through  all  age  ranges. 

46.3%  of  all  deaths  occurred  in  the  75+  age  group.  It  is  considered  that  the 
overall  picture  is  satisfactory  in  relation  to  the  rest  of  the  country. 


Section  B 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

1.  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service: 

The  daily  collection  of  specimens  from  the  Health  Department  for 
examination  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Saint  Mary’s  General  Hospital, 
Portsmouth,  has  continued.  The  laboratory  provides  an  invaluable  service  and 
is  used  particularly  in  the  investigation  of  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning  and  of 
certain  streptococcal  infections  causing  nephritis,  as  well  as  the  routine 
examination  of  water,  milk  and  food. 

I am  particularly  indebted  to  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Dr.  D.A.H.  Payne,  whose  co-operation  and  advice  was  available  at  all  times  and 
most  willingly  given. 

2.  Nursing  Homes: 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  two  Nursing  Homes  registered  for  the 
reception  of  a total  of  39  patients.  Both  provided  a good  standard  of  nursing 
and  care.

No  action  was  taken  during  the  year  in  respect  of  compulsory  removal  of 
persons  needing  care  and  attention.

In  addition  to  the  above,  294  children  were  seen  by  a Medical  Officer  at 
Developmental  Assessment  Clinics.  These  are  held  specially  for  children  from 
the  premature  birth  register  and  for  other  children  specially  referred. 

In  this  district  no  clinics  are  held  solely  for  immunisation,  and  children 
are  welcome  at  all  the  welfare  centres  for  consultation,  routine  examination, 
developmental  assessment  and  immunisation.  This  works  very  well.  A separate 
clinic  is  held  at  Dunsbury  Way  Centre  once  a week  for  children  of  school  age  who 
are  seen  by  appointment. 


ANTENATAL  CLINICS 

Family  doctors  carry  out  antenatal  supervision  in  their  own  surgeries, 
with  midwives  and  health  visitors  in  attendance.  Mothercraft  and  Relaxation 
Classes  are  held  in  local  authority  clinics  by  Health  Visitors  and  Mid  wives.  Three 
classes  were  being  held  at  the  end  of  the  year.  A total  of  1,545  attendances  were 
made  by  255  expectant  mothers,  232  of  whom  were  booked  for  hospital  con- 
finement and  23  for  home  confinement. 
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HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION  FOR  MATERNITY  CASES 


The  Hospital  Management  Committee  provides  facilities  at  Saint  Mary’s 
Hospital,  Portsmouth;  Northlands  Maternity  Home,  Emsworth  and  at  the  Grange 
Maternity  Home,  Liss. 

During  the  year  25 1 applications  were  received  from  patients  or  general 
practitioners  for  recommendations  for  hospital  confinement  on  social  grounds, 
and  arrangements  were  made  for  admission  of  all  these  prospective  mothers  to  the 
hospital  or  one  of  the  homes  given  above.

NOTIFICATION  OF  CONGENITAL  DEFECTS  FOUND  AT  BIRTH  - 

The  doctor  or  midwife  present  at  birth  records  on  the  notification  of 
birth  card  any  defect  found  at  birth  and  afterwards  completes  form  SD  56 
which  gives  full  details  of  the  type  of  defect. 

OBSER  VA  TION  AND  HANDICAP  REGISTER 

Early  diagnosis  and  treatment  can  substantially  improve  the  outlook  for 
the  handicapped  child. 

At,  or  soon  after  birth,  details  are  recorded  of  any  child  where  there  is 
a known  increased  risk  of  problem  or  handicap.  The  factors  involved  may  relate 
to  heredity,  to  causes  occurring  during  pregnancy  or  arising  during  the 
confinement  or  to  abnormalities  apparent  at  birth. 

Details  are  also  recorded  of  other  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  who 
are  noted  to  have  any  handicap  or  potential  handicap  or  who  suffer  from  illness 
which  may  have  handicapping  sequelae. 

To  complete  these  records  information  is  obtained  from  many  medical  and 
nursing  sources  and  from  all  concerned  in  collating  this  information  the  greatest 
co-operation  has  been  received.  As  a corollary  full  reports  on  examinations 
conducted  by  the  Council’s  medical  officers  are  sent  to  consultants  and  general 
medical  practitioners  involved  with  individual  patients. 
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The  continuing  use  of  the  computer  features  two  outstanding  benefits 
firstly,  the  assistance  given  to  future  planning  and  secondly  it  enables  arrange- 
ments to  be  made  for  advance  placement  of  individual  children  in  the 
most  appropriate  environment.

Recuperative  Holidays: 

During  the  year  holidays  were  arranged  for  24  persons  all  at  the  request  of 
general  medical  practitioners  and  use  was  made  of  6 holiday  homes,  four  of 
which  were  seaside  resorts  on  the  south  coast  and  two  were  country  holiday 
homes. 

Arrangements  were  also  made  for  one  elderly  person  to  stay  with  relatives 
at  a resort  on  the  north  west  coast. 

The  length  of  stay  varied  from  2 to  3 weeks,  the  majority  staying  for 
2 weeks. 

Preliminary  arrangements  were  commenced  in  nine  other  cases  but  for 
various  reasons,  such  as  hospitalisation,  illness  etc.  no  further  action  could  be 
taken  to  complete  arrangements  for  recuperative  holidays. 

Haemodialysis: 

During  the  year  adaptations  were  carried  out  in  2 houses  enabling  the 
hospital  authorities  to  install  intermittent  haemodialysis  equipment,  providing 
facilities  to  treat  patients  suffering  from  chronic  renal  failure,  in  their  own  home. 

Chiropody: 

During  the  year  1164  aged  and  infirm  persons  and  3 disabled  persons  were 
given  5309  treatments  by  chiropodists  working  under  the  auspices  of  the  Havant 
and  Waterloo  Council  of  Social  Service. 

Loan  of  Nursing  Requisites: 

Sick  room  equipment  continues  to  be  provided,  upon  request,  under 
agency  arrangements  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  who  maintain  equipment 
in  3 separate  stores  within  the  district. 
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Night  Attendance  on  the  Sick: 

During  the  year  night  attendance  was  provided  for  7 persons,  the  average 
period  of  attendance  being  two  nights  per  week. 

Cervical  Cytology: 

15  clinic  sessions  were  held  during  the  year  for  the  collection  of  smears 
for  cy  to  logical  diagnostic  investigation  by  the  Hospital  authorities.

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1 1 . Health  Education 


Health  Education  sessions  for  professional  and  voluntary  groups  and  school 
children  were  presented  by  the  Health  Education  Officer,  by  visiting  speakers,  and 
by  medical,  nursing,  administrative  and  technical  officers  from  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. 215  talks  were  given  to  an  audience  totalling  approximately  6,000  people. 
Subjects  discussed  included  Child  Development,  Health  Education,  Home  Safety, 
Sex  Education,  Preparation  for  Childbirth,  Family  Planning,  Sexually  Transmitted 
Diseases,  Food  Hygiene,  Nutrition,  Drugs,  Smoking,  Good  Health  in  Middle  Life, 
Emergency  Resuscitation,  Personal  Hygiene,  Cancer,  First  Aid,  the  work  of  the 
Health  Visitor,  District  Nurse,  Midwife,  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  Health  De- 
partment, and  the  School  Health  Service.  The  three  topics  requested  most  often, 
in  order  of  popularity,  were  Home  Safety,  Drugs  and  Emergency  Resuscitation. 

A Course  for  teachers  and  other  health  educators  entitled  “Health  Education  - 
Keeping  Up  to  Date”  was  organised  at  the  S.E.  Hants  Education  Development 
Centre  and  included  Fist  Aid  Priorities,  Dental  Health,  Family  Planning,  Sexually 
Transmitted  Diseases,  and  Drug  Education.  The  Teachers’  Advisory  Council  on 
Alcohol  and  Drug  Education  by  arrangement  provided  a further  opportunity  for 
Drugs  in-service  training  at  the  Health  Services  Clinic,  Dunsbury  Way. 

The  Ambulance,  Fire  and  Police  Services,  the  Road  Safety  Officer,  and  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  co-operated  to  present  Safety  Projects  in  six  county 
junior  schools.  The  Health  Education  Officer  commenced  an  anti-smoking  cam- 
paign among  the  top  classes  of  the  junior  schools. 

Displays  designed  to  encourage  hardened  cigarette  smokers  to  smoke  less 
dangerously  were  exhibited  at  the  annual  Southsea  Show  and  these  displays  sub- 
sequently were  circulated  amongst  public  libraries  and  clinics  in  the  district. 
Smokers  were  advised  to  throw  away  a larger  butt,  to  take  the  cigarette  from  the 
mouth  more  often,  to  stop  inhaling,  and  to  smoke  fewer  cigarettes  per  day. 

While  representation  has  continued  on  the  Portsmouth  Drugs  Advisory  Service, 
local  professional  people  held  preliminary  discussions  about  the  reconstituting  of 
a local  Drugs  Advisory  Service. 

A Christmas  Safety  display  was  mounted  at  the  Health  Services  Clinic, 
West  Street,  and  display  units  were  installed  at  the  Health  Services  Clinic ,Dunsbury 
Way. 

The  loan  of  films  and  equipment  to  schools  and  professional  and  voluntary 
organisations  continued  to  expand  and  grateful  appreciation  is  expressed  to  the 
Health  Education  Unit  of  the  Portsmouth  City  Council  for  the  loan  of  appropriate 
films  and  other  aids.

12.  Attachment  of  Nursing  Staff  to  General  Medical  Practitioners 

The  scheme  of  full  attachment  of  District  Nurses  and  Midwives  to  General 
Medical  Practitioners  continued  together  with  the  liaison  scheme  between 
Health  Visitors  and  General  Medical  Practioners. 

Both  schemes  continue  to  work  well. 

It  is  regretted  that  there  is  a continuing  shortage  of  Health  Visitors  and  through- 
out the  year  it  has  not  been  possible  to  recruit  a full  establishment. 
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PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  number  of  notifications  of  measles  occurring  during  the  year  decreased 
by  more  than  half  when  compared  with  the  previous  year  and  there  were  no 
deaths  due  to  this  cause.  Notified  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  also  consider- 
ably less  than  in  1971.  No  deaths  due  to  the  common  infectious  diseases  of 
childhood  were  recorded.

3.  Mosquito  Control: 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year  work  was  confined  to  carrying  out  drain- 
age work  on  the  many  miles  of  channels  which  the  Control  Unit  maintains  in  the 
marshlands  around  the  coasts  of  the  Urban  District. 

This  work  is  essential  in  maintaining  an  effective  control,  greatly  reducing 
the  areas  of  stagnant  water  which  provide  the  ideal  breeding  places  for  the  various 
species  of  mosquitoes  that  inhabit  our  area. 

Inspections  of  all  known  breeding  places,  with  necessary  treatments,  were 
commenced  on  March  15th  and  large  numbers  of  larvae  were  found  and  destroyed 
during  these  inspections.  Further  inspections  were  carried  out  at  fortnightly 
intervals  throughout  the  breeding  season. 
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Owing  to  the  inclement  weather  which  persisted  throughout  the  Spring, 
water  levels  remained  high  in  the  Marshes  until  well  into  June,  when  they  rapidly 
dried  out,  restricting  breeding  to  the  more  permanent  ponds  and  areas  of  water 
adjacent  to  sluice  outlets  and  sea-walls. 

Work  carried  out  by  Contractors  created  problems.  Excavations  filled  with 
stagnant  water  and  blocked  off  drainage  channels.  Continual  checking  was 
necessary  wherever  such  work  was  taking  place. 

A successful  control  was  maintained  during  1972,  only  two  complaints  of 
nuisance  by  aquatic  insects  being  received.
